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Critics call 
design for 
£3m Bug 
a monster 

CAMPAIGNERS desperate 
to save Dudley Hippodrome 
have branded its replace¬ 
ment as ‘monstrous’ and 
they have vowed to fight the 
£3 million Dudley Bug 
scheme. 

Dudley Zoo has unveiled 
designs for a new education 
and conference centre 
aiming to pay homage to the 
town’s prehistoric past. 

It has been designed to 
recreate the famous Dudley 
Bug fossil shape. But cam¬ 
paigners said the futuristic 
Trilobite Building would 
look out of place shadowed 
by the 11th century Dudley 
Castle. 

They threw back claims 
from officials that the Hip¬ 
podrome was an ‘eyesore’ 
and a ‘blight’ on Castle Hill 
by rounding on the architec¬ 
ture of the planned multi¬ 
million pound centre. 

Campaign chairman Geoff 
Fitzpatrick said he feared 
the building would become a 
‘white elephant’ for the 
town. “I think it looks mon¬ 
strous and I can’t quite 
believe they think this 
would be in keeping with the 
medieval castle,” he said. 

“The Hippodrome is a 
great example of an art deco 
styled building that fits in 
place with the buildings like 
the Station Hotel nearby.” 

He added: “ It won’t stop 
us. If anything, we want to 
show that we won’t go away 
and that we will keep fight¬ 
ing. “They’ve not given per¬ 
mission to demolish it yet.”

Ex-mayor quits Tory post after downloading porn

A COUNCILLOR who has stepped 
down from his role with Dudley’s 
shadow cabinet after admitting using 
his council computer to download 
pornography has apologised for 
‘breaching’ the trust of his constituents 
and colleagues. 

Councillor Ray Burston, who is a 
former Mayor of Dudley, quit his post as 
Conservative spokesman for the envi¬ 
ronment at a meeting at Dudley Council 
on Monday night. He will continue to 
serve as a councillor in the Hayley 
Green and Cradley South ward. 

Dudley’s Conservative group leader, 
Councillor Patrick Harley, said Council¬ 


lor Burston retains the support of his 
colleagues and could have remained in 
his post. 

In his statement read to the council 
chamber, Councillor Burston, said: 
“Whilst the images that have been 
downloaded are not of an illegal nature, 
such access, even so, constitutes a clear 
breach of the council’s protocols gov¬ 
erning the use of its IT equipment. 

“Furthermore - and for me a matter 
of no lesser import - this access repre¬ 
sents a breach of personal, political and 
religious beliefs that I hold dear and by 
which I have endeavoured to live my 
life. “As such, it is for me a matter of per¬ 


sonal honour that I have also breached 
a trust that has been placed in me by the 
eople of Hayley Green and Cradley 
outh ward, who it is my privilege to 
represent. Therefore, I can only pro¬ 
foundly apologise to both them and to 
my council colleagues for my acts and 
omissions in the matter.” 

Conservative group leader Councillor 
Harley said Councillor Burston, who 
first served on Dudley Council from 
1988 to 1996 and was re-elected in 2000, 
had his full support. 

“Ray has voluntarily, with no pres¬ 
sure from myself or my deputy or his 
association, stepped down from the 


shadow cabinet,” he said. “He was 
offered our full support and could have 
continued in that role. 

“He feels it’s the right decision and I 
have to respect and support him for the 
manner in which he has dealt with it.” 

Councillor Harley added he did not 
feel the matter should be dealt with by 
the council’s standards committee as 
any punishments would be ‘inferior’ to 
Councillor Burston’s self-imposed res¬ 
ignation. 

Council leader Councillor David 
Sparks said no further action could be 
taken, as Councillor Burston’s actions 
had not broken the law. 


TOO FEW NURSES 
AT RUSSEUS HALL 



Russells Hall Hospital - ‘inadequate qualified nurse staffing levels’ on some wards, according to the report

RUSSELLS Hall Hospital 
has been ordered to 
improve after an investiga¬ 
tion into high death rates 
revealed a series of failings. 

A shortage of qualified nurse staff 
and a complainants procedure that was 
‘deemed not fit for purpose’ were 
among the areas of concern in report by 
NHS medical director Sir Bruce Keogh. 

He has demanded improvements at 14 
hospital trusts across the country, including 
Dudley Group of Hospitals NHS Foundation 
Trust, which manages Russells Hall Hospi¬ 
tal. 

Earlier reports suggested that there had 
been there were 1,235 excess deaths from 
June 2005 to November 2012 at the Dudley 
Group of Hospitals NHS Foundation Trust, 
with 222 in 2012 alone but the actual report 
published on Tuesday did not contain any 
figures. 

Health Secretary Jeremy Hunt 
announced 11 of the 14 would be put in 
‘special measures’ forcing them to team up 
with other NHS bodies. 

But the trust, which manages Russells 
Hall, was not one of them as the health 
watchdog Monitor was ‘confident’ that its 
current management would be able to 
deliver changes. 

One of biggest areas of concern high¬ 
lighted in the Keogh report was ‘inadequate 


qualified nurse staffing levels’ on some 
wards. 

Inspectors found nursing staffing prob¬ 
lems on two large wards and called for this 
to be urgently reviewed by managers. 

The report also found a shortfall in the 
trust’s ability to learn from serious inci¬ 
dents and complaints made by patients. 

It hit out at the hospitals trust’s com¬ 
plaints process which was deemed ‘not fit 
for purpose’ and was ‘inadequate’ for 
responding for patients’ needs. 

Another area for urgent action focused on 
the hospital trust board. Sir Bruce found 


further work is needed to simplify the 
‘quality governance processes’ and commu¬ 
nicate with staff. 

They also needed reviews to ensure that 
improvements were forthcoming. 

The report did say that the trust was 
improving and there were a number of areas 
of‘good practice’. 

Dudley Group chief executive Paula Clark 
today said the trust welcomed the review. 

“The review team did not find any areas of 
major concern that warranted further esca¬ 
lation,” she said. 

“This is testament to the hard work and 


commitment of all our staff and the pride 
they take in delivering the best possible care 
to our patients. 

“The review has been one of the most far 
reaching and detailed reviews the trust has 
ever experienced and it gives us confidence 
that we are providing good quality of care, 
whilst recognising the areas where we can 
do better.” 

A detailed plan addressing each of the rec¬ 
ommended actions in the report will be com- 
leted by the trust. A follow up review will 
e undertaken later this year.

Anger over 
driver who 
left death 
collision 

THE wife and son of a keen 
cyclist killed in a hit-and- 
run smash have spoken of 
their anger at the driver who 
fled the scene, leaving him 
lying dead in the road. 

Retired printer George 
Searle, aged 74, of Gornal, 
Dudley, who died at the 
scene of the collision in 
Stafford Road, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, was looking forward to 
the birth of his first grand¬ 
child in November. 

His wife of 43 years, 
Cynthia, aged 68, said: “We 
are very angry that someone 
could take the life of a much¬ 
loved husband and father 
and just leave him, not 
knowing if he was dead or

alive. We believe he died 
instantly and wouldn’t have 
known anything about it.” 

The couple’s son, David, 
aged 33, and daughter-in- 
law, Alison, 32, of Coseley, 
are expecting their first 
child and are pleased they 
had been able to tell Mr 
Searle that his first grand¬ 
child will be a girl. 

Darlaston-born Mr 
Searle, who later lived with 
his wife in Hill Top, West 
Bromwich, had cycled all his 
life and, on Thursday, he set 
off on one of his regular rides 
at about 9.15am. 

David said: “He was the 
best dad you could ever wish 
for - and an old-fashioned 
gentleman.” 

The couple’s 38-year-old 
daughter Jane, of Hands- 
worth Wood, flew back from 
her holiday in Rhodes. 

Mrs Searle thanked 
passers-by who tried to help 
the former type-setter and 
compositor husband. 

The former Hill Top 
Cycling Club member had 
recently discussed giving up 
cycling because of heavy 
traffic and several near 
misses. “I wish I’d made him 
do that,” said Mrs Searle.

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Mugged widow 'robbed of confidence' 


AN ELDERLY Coseley woman has 
spoken of her ‘devastation’ after 
being robbed by a crook who 
attacked her from behind. 

The 80-year-old victim, who has 
asked not to be identified, described 
her ordeal as pol-ice released a 
CCTV image of the man they want 
to question after a spate of rob¬ 
beries. 

The woman had walked to the bus 
stop, in Green Street, Coseley, when 


she was shoved in the back and had 
her handbag snatched. 

Police said the shocked widow 
watched helplessly as her attacker 
ran off and jumped into a car and 
drove off, as she was left clinging to 
a wall for support. 

The woman said the thief had not 
only robbed her of her belongings 
but also her confidence. 

“I was always so very full of confi¬ 
dence but just at the moment I’ve 


lost it,” she said. “I still go down the 
village but I’m very, very wary” 

Police say the woman, who has 
lived in Coseley all her life, is one of 
eight pensioners, the oldest 92, tar¬ 
geted since April. 

All were assaulted from behind 
and had their purses, bags or wallets 
snatched. Police described suspect 
as mixed race, aged between 25 and 
30, around 5ft 8ins to 6ft, and some¬ 
times wears a grey hoodie. He drove 


off in a car similar to a silver Renault 
Megane or a silvery-green Ford 
Fusion, registration number BK03 
XND, which was stolen from 
Dorothy Road, West Bromwich, in 
May. Dc Caroline Morris said when 
brakes of the Fusion were applied, 
all the external lights came on. 

Anyone with information should 
call her on 101. 

A man has been arrested in con¬ 
nection with the robberies.

A NARROW road used as a 
rat run by motorists trying 
to avoid a busy junction in 
Dudley is to be closed to 
traffic following complaints 
from councillors and resi¬ 
dents. 

Prices Road in Gornal Wood has 
been used as a cut through for many 
years sparking safety fears. 

But it will be converted into two 
culs-de-sac with a short stretch of 
‘prohibited driving’ to stop 
motorists taking the short-cut. 

Residents have welcomed the 
scheme and a 40-name petition in 
support of the plans was handed in 
to the council. 

It will now go-ahead with the work 
in the road, which runs be-tween 
Louise Street and Bull Street, with 
an expected to cost £6,000. 

Gornal councillor Dave Bran wood 
said: “It has been a problem for 
many years. The road is very narrow 
so it can be dangerous. But people 
use it to by-pass the junction. 

“We had a community meeting to 
get the views of the residents, who 
were unhappy about the amount of 
traffic using the road. 

Reduce 

“We want to stop traffic from 
cutting through the road and hope¬ 
fully make it more peaceful for the 
residents.” 

He added that all of the Gornal 
ward councillors had been in favour 
of the proposals to help reduce the 
volume of traffic using the short-cut. 

The plans have been approved by 
cabinet member for transport, 
Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, who 
said: “Residents of Prices Road sup¬ 
ported by the ward councillors have 
raised concerns about the volume of 
intrusive traffic which proceeds 
through their street between Bull 
Street and Louise Street. 

“Accordingly, a scheme was devel¬ 
oped for a short section of ‘prohib¬ 
ited driving’ to be introduced in 
Prices Road in the vicinity of Hollis 
Court. This would sever Prices Road 
and create two cul-de-sacs.” 

The council said there had been no 
objections from police, the ambu¬ 
lance service and bus operators or 
other residents in the area. 


DUDLEY MP Ian Austin has 
launched a campaign to sweep out 
payday loan companies from the 
high street, claiming they are 
‘preying on families struggling to 
put food on their table’. 

He has described the lending 
interest rates offered by the firms a 
‘complete disgrace’ and is urging 
people in debt to stay clear of using 
them. 

Last week Mr Austin, along with 
Walthamstow MP and payday loan 
campaigner Stella Creasy, handed 
out leaflets and spoke to shoppers in 
Dudley, which has six such shops in 
the town centre. 

His campaign comes after an 
investigation by the Office of Fair 
Trading uncovered evidence of 
widespread irresponsible lending 
across the industry, with some told 
to improve their practice or risk 
losing their licence. 

Mr Austin accused payday loan 
firms of ‘preying on families strug¬ 
gling to put food on their table.’ 

“I want to drive the payday loan 
shops out of Dudley High Street,” he 
said. “The growth of payday loans 


shops is an absolute disgrace. The 
companies are headed by wealthy 
people who are getting richer and 
richer on the back of people in this 
town finding it hard to cope under 
financial pressure. 

“The interest rates they offer are 
a complete disgrace and they end up 
trapping people into months and 
months of payments which ends 
with them laden with thousands of 
pounds of debt.” 

Mr Austin said he had spoken to 
people in the town who had taken 
out a £100 loan, and ended up with 
a £1,700 debt to pay two years later. 

Increase 

They were unable to afford each 
repayment, so would take out 
further loans, to meet the needs of 
the loan companies, he said. 

Mr Austin is supporting a cam¬ 
paign by Miss Creasy to force 
through Government legislation 
which would mean the payday loan 
firms would have to cap the cost put 
on the lender and increase credit 
checks before providing cash. 

Miss Creasy said: “Eighty per 


cent of people take out a payday loan 
for essential needs - but the compa¬ 
nies are taking advantage of them 
for this.” 

Mr Austin also used the leaflet 
drop yesterday to encourage the use 
of ‘responsible’ lenders such as 
Castle & Crystal Credit Union. The 
not-for-profit organisation provides 
loans on interest rates governed by 
law, and has a base in Dudley town 
centre. 

In response to the MPs’ action, 
payday lenders in the town 
defended themselves. 

Tracy Wilkinson is manager of 
Cheque Centre, in High Street. She 
receives between three and 10 quick 
loan enquiries a day, but provides 
cash to only a third following checks 
on the applicant’s financial ingoing 
and outgoings. 

She said: “We don’t force people to 
borrow money from us. We fully 
explain the terms and conditions, 
and continually check them over 
with the customer. 

“We make sure we comply with all 
regulations and have made several 
changes recently.” 


Building 
society 
branch 
to close 

THE Sedgley branch of the 
Dudley Building Society is to 
close next month. 

Chief executive Jeremy 
Wood said the branch in 
Dudley Street had been 
nearing the end of its lease 
and the society had chosen 
not to renew it. 

“Its location was not ideal 
and it did not see the level of 
business that our other loca¬ 
tions do,” he added. 

Members will be able to 
transfer to other branches. 

The society is spending 
hundreds of thousands of 
pounds modernising six of 
its branches in the Black 
Country and south Stafford¬ 
shire. 

The branch in Sedgley is 
to close on August 23 with all 
staff moving to other posi¬ 
tions within the 155-year- 
old society. 

The modernisation pro¬ 
gramme and the introduc¬ 
tion of a new information 
technology system will also 
result in an extra six jobs 
over the next year. 

The Gornal Wood branch 
has just been modernised 
and work on the flagship 
Dudley branch in Stone 
Street is due to start in Sep¬ 
tember. The full programme 
taking in Kingswinford, 
Stourbridge, Brierley Hill 
and Perton branches, should 
be be completed in two 
years.

Findings not a surprise, says 
father whose daughter died

CAMPAIGNERS have voiced their 
concerns after it emerged hun¬ 
dreds of patients may have died 
needlessly at Dudley’s Russells 
Hall Hospital. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin is also now 
calling for answers after saying he had been 
worried about a ‘deeper problem’ after 
being contacted by patients and families. 

It was widely reported this week that 
NHS medical director Prof Sir Bruce Keogh 
would revealed that there were 1,235 excess 
deaths from June 2005 to November 2012 at 
the Dudley Group of Hospitals NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust, with 222 in 2012 alone. 

Failings at the hospital were highlighted 
following the death of a woman whose care 
was described as falling ‘far short of what 
she had every right to expect’. 

Wendy Nock, aged 35, who had spina 
bifida, died from an intestinal obstruction 
eight days after being admitted to the hospi¬ 
tal in September 2009. 

Although an inquest ruled that she died 
from her medical conditions, Black Country 
coroner Robin Balmain criticised the hospi¬ 
tal for a ‘lack of continuity of care’. 

He said that there had been a ‘consistent 
failing among different departments and a 
number of different staff.’ 

Similar 

An independent review concluded that if 
a CT scan had been carried out, she would 
probably have survived. 

Stephen Dorrell, head of a Commons 
select committee, said her death was avoid¬ 
able, saying the care she received was ‘far 
short of what she had every right to expect’. 

Miss Nock’s father Harold Nock, aged 64, 
of Birmingham New Road, Dudley, who said 
no staff have been held to account, is suing 
the Dudley Group NHS Foundation Trust. 

He said he was not surprised by the report 
into failings at the site from June 2005 to 
November 2012 and called for a more thor¬ 
ough investigation looking at older cases. 

“I have been contacted by so many people 
who have similar concerns about the hospi¬ 
tal,” he said. I think the investigation needs 
to go back further. They haven’t gone back 
far enough in my opinion.” 

The hospital admitted that there were 
issues with the recording of fluid intake and 
output on some nursing documentation, 
which chief executive Paula Clark had said 
was ‘unacceptable’. 


Elaine Weston, aged 54, of Swan Street, 
Pensnett, has campaigned for better care at 
Russells Hall Hospital since the death of her 
daughter Kelly in 2009. 

She died from septicaemia caused by 
pneumonia after being admitted to hospital 
for severe mouth ulcers. She left behind a 
daughter, Jessica, then aged eight. 

Mrs Weston told an inquest on her daugh¬ 
ter that staff had failed to protect her after 
a dramatic weight loss up to her death 
which, she claims, impacted on her immune 
system. She added: “I thought my case was 
a one-off, but when I heard about others and 
then saw this report it is apparent that 
something is wrong. 

“We need a change in how this place is run 
- things just aren’t good enough right now.” 

At the inquest, Black Country coroner 


Robin Balmain recorded a verdict of death 
by natural causes. 

Mr Austin said he was keen to find out 
what had happened at the hospital and what 
action would be taken. 

“I welcomed this inquiry because I was 
always worried whether individual cases I 
took up on behalf of constituents indicated a 
deeper problem. 

Urgent 

“I worked with residents and met Bruce 
Keogh personally to provide detailed 
accounts of the treatment they and their 
families had received and I asked his team to 
meet local people and listen to them directly. 

“I want an urgent meeting with senior 
managers and governors at the hospital. 

“As I have been saying for some time, we 


need to know exactly what has been happen¬ 
ing and what the Department of Health and 
the hospital will be doing about it,” the 
Labour MP added. 

The leader of Dudley Council said the 
report would have to be taken seriously. 

Councillor David Sparks said: “I was sur¬ 
prised at the figures but I take them seri¬ 
ously and I would expect the scrutiny board 
will have a good look at them.” 

The hospital trust is one of 14 across the 
country that between them are said to have 
been responsible for up to 13,000 ‘excess 
deaths’ since 2005. 

Campaigner Julie Bailey, who founded the 
Cure the NHS group after her mother Bella 
died after being dropped by staff at Stafford 
Hospital, said there were tragic stories 
behind the numbers in the report.

But the work to pump water into 
the nearby Holbeache Brook has 
been welcomed by Augusto’s uncle, 
whose own son was with the 
teenager when he plummeted to his 
death in the Marl Hole pool near the 
Crooked House pub on July 25 last 
year. 

The family and friends launched a 
campaign after the death, calling for 
the disused quarry to be closed and 
security at the site stepped up. 

Worried 

And Rafael Massampo, aged 44, 
whose wife, Brigitte Domingos is the 
sister of Augusto’s mother, said: 
“It’s good news for the future that 
the pool is being drained. 

“We had been worried, since the 
weather was so hot and the school 
holidays start soon, that children 
might still be attracted to swim 
there. 

“Now that the water has almost 
gone it will be safer for other chil¬ 
dren and I know Augusto’s parents 
will be relieved when they hear the 
news.” 

Mr Massampo’s son, Lopes, now 
aged 14, was with his cousin 
Augusto at the lake when the 
tragedy happened.

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Driver in 
chase hit 
speeds 
of 80mph 

A BANNED driver, who led 
police on a three-mile, high¬ 
speed in the Black Country , 
chase weeks after being 
freed from jail, has been sent 
back for 14 months. 

John Field, who had a con¬ 
viction for dangerous dri¬ 
ving, cut corners and went 
the wrong way round traffic 
islands. He reached 80mph 
in a 40mph zone, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court 
heard last week.. 

He was in a BMW he had 
bought for £300, Mr Howard 
Searle, prosecuting, said. 

Field then lost control, 
demolished a garden wall 
and careered into a Rover 
parked on the drive of a 
house in Wollescote Road, 
Cradley, the court was told. 

The 24-year-old had 
earlier tried to steal a satel¬ 
lite navigation system from 
a BMW iat motor company 
in Station Road, Old Hill. 

Field caused £640 damage 
smashing the back window 
and trying to remove the sat 
nav motor, Mr Searle said. 

Hours later police spotted 
him acting suspiciously in 
Chapel House Lane, Hale¬ 
sowen, and the chase started 
when he sped off. 

Mr Simon Hanns, defend¬ 
ing, said Field bought the car 
at auction and had in-ended 
it for his girlfriend. 

Field, of no fixed address, 
admitted dangerous driving, 
attempted theft from a car 
and driving while banned. 
He was jailed for 14 months.

Dealers who rammed police vehicle jailed

TWO drug dealers who were found with more 
than 250 wraps of cocaine and heroin worth 
nearly £6,000 when they rammed a police car 
after being snared in a sting operation have been 
jailed for a more than seven years. 

Chaudary Shaban and Morrad Hussain were 
dealing from a stolen Volkswagen Golf, in Baptist 
End Road, Dudley, when police spotted them. 
Police had pulled up in front of the car when the 
driver Shaban accelerated towards them. 

Mr Darron Whitehead, prosecuting, told 
Wolverhampton Crown Court when Shaban 
realised he was ‘not going to win the battle’, he 
reversed and sped away. But the dealers found 
themselves in a dead end in Bank Road. 

Hussain, of Himley Road, Dudley, ran away 
and was not arrested until weeks later. Shaban, 


aged 35, of Corbett Street, Smethwick, was still in 
the car when officers swooped on January 6. 

Some 61 wraps of heroin and 68 of crack 
cocaine were stashed in the car, while another 92 
had been thrown into bushes. A stun gun was also 
discovered in the car, along with £761. 

DNA from a pair of trainers left behind led 
police to Hussain, and when they raided his home 
on February 21 another 10 heroin wraps and 11 
cocaine wraps were under his bed. 

Paid 

A total of £12,500 was spread across the seven- 
bedroom property, but Hussain denied this was 
his. In total 173 crack cocaine wraps and 79 of 
heroin were found in the pair’s possession. 

Shaban, who has two children, told police he 
was a paid driver for a drug dealer, but insisted 


the drugs were not his, the court heard. Mr Earl 
Pinnock, defending Shaban, said his client 
‘accepted his situation’ and knew he faced jail. 

Hussain, 29, had fled with the drugs found 
under his bed but he did not accept responsibility 
for the cash, Mr Simon Rippon, defending, said. 

Shaban admitted possession with intent to 
supply of heroin and cocaine, with dangerous 
driving and possession of a prohibited weapon. 

Hussain admitted two charges of possessing 
heroin with intent to supply and two of possess¬ 
ing cocaine with intent to supply. 

Shaban was jailed for 45 months for the drugs 
offences, and three months each for the stun gun 
and driving. Hussain got 30 months for the initial 
drugs charges and a further six months relating 
to drugs in his home. 


Confusion over one-way 
parking ‘causing chaos' 


CONFUSED motorists are causing chaos in a 
village by entering a one-way parking area 
from the wrong direction, it has been claimed. 

Access to the route off Kent Street, Upper Gornal, is oppo¬ 
site St Peter’s Church with the exit near to the Gornal 
Dynasty and Spice Fusion takeaways. 


But some drivers have 
been mistakenly entering 
the parking area through 
the exit and are then forced 
to drive the wrong way along 
the route - increasing the 
risk of accidents. 

If another vehicle is trav¬ 
elling in the opposite direc¬ 
tion one of them has to pull 
in, or reverse if there are no 
parking spaces available, to 
avoid a collision. 

The route is too narrow 
for a vehicle to turn around 
once it has entered the 
wrong way and it is difficult 
to exit the area using the 
entrance which is at a sharp 
angle. 

Hoped 

Residents have com¬ 
plained about the problem 
and called for action to the 
access and exit points to be 
marked more clearly. 

New signs have now been 
installed along the route 
which it is hoped will deal 
with the problem. 

Small signs were in place 
previously but residents said 
they were not clear enough 
and were easily missed by 
drivers. 

Councillor Keiran Casey,

who campaigned for the new 
signs along with fellow ward 
member Adam Aston, said it 
had been a serious issue. 

“The small section of road 
in front of the Arcade has 
always had a few problems,” 
he said. 

“The majority of people 
enter and exit in the right 
direction. 

“However, we were con¬ 
tacted by a steady stream of 
residents who said on occa¬ 
sions some people were 
entering and leaving in the 
wrong direction causing 
chaos. 

“Therefore we pushed the 
council and asked for bigger 
in and out signs to be 
installed. This has now been 
done. 

“We hope it will put a per¬ 
manent end to people enter¬ 
ing the road in the wrong 
direction.” 

Councillor Casey said the 
road was not officially one¬ 
way but was simply too 
narrow - especially with cars 
parked on both sides - for it 
to function as a two-way 
route. 


School to get new fence

Hard work means 
bells ring out again

A routine check set into 
motion a project to save a 
unique set, as PETER 
MADELEY found out 


IT has taken almost four years 
of hard work, but parishioners 
in Lye can celebrate a towering 
achievement after the unique 
set of bells at their church were 
restored to their former glory. 

The bells first summoned worshippers 
to Christ Church in High Street almost 
130 years ago, but they have rarely been 
used in recent times due to their poor 
state of repair. 

But now, in the year the church cele¬ 
brates its bicentennial, the peal of eight 
bells can once again be heard ringing out 
across Lye. 

The project started in June 2009 when 
a committee was set up to look at the pos¬ 
sibility of restoring the bells to full 
working order and improving the condi¬ 
tion of the tower in which they are 
housed. 

Consisting of six church members and 
two conscripts from the Worcestershire & 
District Change Ringing Association 
(W&DCRA), the committee launched a 
campaign in early in 2010 which raised 
more than £30,000. 

Danger 

Chairman Bob Field, aged 76, 
explained: “For some years the local 
ringing association had been saying work 
was needed on the bells to restore them 
for operational use. Then, during a 
routine inspection of the belfry, the 
church architect noticed the steel frame 
supporting the bells was badly corroded. 

“There was a real danger that the 
entire tower was becoming unsafe.” 

The committee set about raising the 
funds to complete the work, and secured 
grants totalling £13,000 from the 
W&DCRA, the Garfield Weston Trust 
and the Landfill Communities Fund. 


A further £18,000 was raised locally 
through donations and a range of events 
including skittle evenings and quiz 
nights. The work, which included fitting 
new clappers, headstocks and wheels to 
suit the size of the bells, was carried out 
by specialist bell hangers Matthew 
Higby of Bath. 

David Chiswell, 65, a member of the 
W&DCRA’s belfry advisory panel, has 
been a driving force behind the project 
having completed a similar restoration 
at St Giles, Rowley Regis. 

He said: “This type of restoration 
does not come cheap, and the bulk of the 
money we raised was spent on getting 
the bells in a state to be rung.” 

Mr Field added: “We were able to save 
quite a lot of money by doing jobs our¬ 
selves that did not require the expertise 
of a bell hanger. 

“Although David has more than 50 


years experience as a bell ringer, his con¬ 
struction skills certainly came in handy 
when replacing the floor joists and the 
ceiling!” 

The bells, which were cast in 1883 at 
the Van Aerschodt foundry in Leuven, 
Belgium, were installed in 1885. 

Each bell has a Christian virtue 
inscribed on its waist: Joy/Peace (which 
features on two bells), Patience, 
Wisdom, Love, Truth, Hope and Faith. 

The first account of the bells being 
rung was given in the County Express 
dated November 28,1885, which states: 
“The bells were rung before and after 
the service on Thursday evening by the 
Brierley Hill ringers . . . They experi¬ 
enced some difficulty at first, but soon 
got into the swing.” 

Mr Field says the bells are highly 
unusual in terms of change ringing - the 
practice of ringing a set of tuned bells in 


a series of mathematical patterns that 
first became popular in the 17th century. 

“They are unique,” he says. “There is 
no other set of Belgian bells in the 
country used for change ringing, and 
maybe not anywhere in the world.” 

Mr Chiswell adds: “The bells are 
amongst the lightest in the world as far 
as church or tower bells are concerned. 

“They are of great historical value and 
should be cherished and preserved.” 

The final stage of the project was com- 
leted in June when students from 
andwell College redecorated the inte¬ 
rior of the ringing chamber. 

Mike Barnbrook, head of construction 
at the college and a parishioner at Christ 
Church, said: “It is fantastic experience 
for our students to be involved in this 
project. “I have been in the trade for 30 
years and I can’t remember ever paint¬ 
ing anything like this.” 

For Mr Field, the restoration of the 
bells was something of a labour of love. 

Practise 

“The main reason I got involved is 
because I am keen to preserve the histor¬ 
ical past,” he says. 

“In recent years we have lost the altar, 
the pulpit and fonts from the church, so 
I was determined not to see the bells 
going the same way.” 

The bells were officially rededicated at 
a service in January, and the church is 
planning a celebratory peal in Septem¬ 
ber featuring bell ringers from the Stour¬ 
bridge area. 

The Rev Simon Falshaw, 52, says he 
would like the church to have its own 
team of bell ringers. “It’s not a simple 
pastime and it takes a lot of practise, but 
I would love for us to be able to build up 
a local team,” he says 

“I am very grateful for the hard work 
put in by everyone involved and I must 
say the project has been a great success. 

“The bells are such a loud musical 
instrument with a really unique sound, 
and I think the people of the town like 
the fact that we have them at the church. 

“Lye is known for its balti houses, but 
now we’ve got bells as well.”

The view from Dudley Castle: the low-lying Trilobite structure will allow clear views up to the 11th century castle 


IT’S a futuristic design which 
relates to prehistoric times - 
this is the new education and 
conference centre planned 
for Dudley Zoo which will be 
built in the shape of a fossil. 

The striking Trilobite - otherwise 
known as the Dudley Bug - is the build¬ 
ing earmarked for the site of Dudley 
Hippodrome should the controversial 
plans to demolish the theatre be 
approved at a meeting next month. 

These new artist’s impressions show 
how architectural features have been 
incorporated into the new centre, 
including sweeping curves which form 
a fossil shape. 

It will highlight Castle Hill’s unique 
history as part of a prehistoric seabed, 
and educate visitors on creatures such 
as the trilobite. 

It will incorporate a centre for 
zoology, geology and education and link 
to the limestone Stores Cavern

beneath the zoo. Officials from the zoo 
said the building will offer uninter¬ 
rupted views of 11th century Dudley 
Castle. 

They also want the centre to link to 
the zoo’s animals and conservation 
work and delve into the history of lime¬ 
stone and coal in the area linking the 
region’s industrial heritage. 

Major £10 million redevelopment 
plans are already under way for Castle 
Hill with a new visitor entrance for the 
zoo in the pipeline. This would trans¬ 
form the lower levels of the 40-acre site 
to link with the Black Country Living 
Museum and Dudley Canal Trust. It is 


part of wider plans to boost tourism in 
Dudley to bring in up to one million vis¬ 
itors a year. 

Zoo chief executive Peter Suddock 
said a European funding bid for the 
centre would be submitted next year. 

Subject to planning permission, Mr 
Suddock said he hoped work would get 
underway in 2015/16 and be integrated 
into the Castle Hill programme. 

“Trilobite will expand and improve 
our education facilities to meet the 
growing demands placed upon Dudley 
Zoo and support our new castle experi¬ 
ence which opens in October 2014,” he 
said. 

Dudley Council leader David Sparks 
welcomed the design and said he hoped 
it would provide an iconic addition to 
the region’s landscape. 

“The futuristic design of the build¬ 
ing is totally in keeping with the world 
famous Tecton buildings which are 
such a feature of the zoo,” he said. 

A public piazza would be created at 
the entrance of the zoo.

LAST week the Independ¬ 
ent Parliamentary Stan¬ 
dards Authority, the 
independent body given 
responsibility for setting 
MPs’ pay and budgets for 
costs such as our offices rec¬ 
ommended an inflation- 
busting pay increase. 

They say it would not 
come in until after the elec¬ 
tion in 2015 and that they 
would off-set the increase 
against cuts in the pension 
scheme and expenses, but I 
think they must have gone 
mad. 

I know that times are 
tough for people in places 
like Dudley. Many are out of 
work. But even for those in 
work, I know families are 
struggling to make end meet 
as prices and bills go up, but 
wages stay the same. 

So how can they suggest 
MPs - already well-paid - 
should get a pay rise? 

Rules 

I want to be really clear 
about this: unlike some 
other MPs, I did not call for 
this, I do not think it should 
go ahead and I hope IPSA 
come to their senses before 
the election. 

But there is an area where 
I think the rules should be 
changed and last week I 
stood up in the Commons 
and called for new rules to 
stop part-time MPs making 
huge amounts of money on 
the side. 

The problems our con¬ 
stituents and the country 
face are huge and we should 
be working flat-out to try to 
solve them. 

But too many are million¬ 
aires moonlighting with jobs 
outside. Other part-time 


Parliamentarians line their 
pockets with a string of 
directorships and consul¬ 
tancies. 

They claim these jobs 
keep them in touch with life 
outside Parliament. What a 
joke! I keep in touch by 
knocking on local people’s 
doors every week and listen¬ 
ing to what they’ve got to 
say. 

And anyway, you don’t 
find the part-timers earning 
huge amounts on the side 
helping struggling local 
companies for free instead 
of the well-paid director¬ 
ships! 

Last Friday, I took our 
campaign against pay-day 
lenders to Dudley High 
Street where so many of 
these shops have opened in 
the last few months. These 


companies offer people in 
Dudley struggling to make 
ends meet quick loans, but 
hit them with massive inter¬ 
est rates and huge charges. 
Many never get out of the 
cycle of debt. 

Some charge interest 
rates of 4,000 per cent! 

Limits 

People have borrowed a 
few hundred pounds and 
ended up paying back thou¬ 
sands. 

One nurse needed £100 to 
replace a car tyre so she 
could get to work, could 
never get out of debt, the 
costs mounted and she 
ended up paying back 
£17,000! 

I’m campaigning in Par¬ 
liament for limits to the cost 
of credit. But I want local 


people to avoid these compa¬ 
nies like the plague. 

Don’t let them get their 
hooks into you. If you need 
to borrow money, join 
Dudley’s community bank, 
Castle and Crystal Credit 
Union in Union Street who 
lend at affordable rates. 

And they can help if you 
are struggling to pay off 
these loans as well. 

Congratulations to local 
woman Natasha Millward 
who has been chosen to 
stand for Labour in Dudley 
South at the next election. 

Like me, she grew up in 
the Black Country and we 
need more MPs like Natasha 
from ordinary local back¬ 
grounds who know what 
life’s like in the real world. 

Worked 

Natasha was born and 
brought up in the Black 
Country 

Her mum is a cleaner in an 
NHS hospital and her dad is 
a night guard. 

She was the first person in 
her family to go to univer¬ 
sity, she lives in Dudley and 
she’s worked as a member of 
staff and a governor at 
Dudley College.

New lease of life for empty pub 



The Thorns Pub - has 
been standing empty for 
more than two year 


A LANDMARK Black Country pub is to be 
refurbished and extended under plans, after 
standing empty for more than two years,. 

Plans to revamp the Thorns pub, in 
Quarry Bank, including an extension to 
create a new kitchen area, have been sub¬ 
mitted to Dudley Council by Birmingham 
firm BS Enterprises. 

The pub, in Thorns Road, was once one of 
the best-known in the Black Country for its 
mural of rock stars outside the building and 
garnering a series of awards for its carvery. 

But the pub closed more than two years 
ago and has remained disused since despite 
frequent announcements the site was to be 
refurbished and reopened. 

It has been branded an eyesore by resi¬ 
dents. Under the plans, the extension would 
also house a store, washing area, toilets and 
extra seating for customers. 

There would also be a timber-decked chil¬ 


dren’s play area to the rear and a seating 
area to the front of the building. 

Trees and shrubs would be planted 
between the play area and rear of the site 
and all existing plants would be retained. 

A covered yard would be demolished to 
make way for the new extension if the 
scheme is approved by members of the 
development control committee. 

Shame 

Lye councillor Tremain Herbert said it 
would be a major boost to the area to have 
the pub refurbished. “It has been empty for 
a couple of years and has fallen into a dilap¬ 
idated condition,” she said. 

“It is real shame because the pub used to 
do so well. “I know it was well used by the 
people of Lye and Quarry Bank. 

“There are so many pubs standing empty 
in the borough; it is excellent to hear this 
one could be getting a new lease of life.” 


itawling archives ready 
tar show at £6m centre

TWO thousand maps, 400 
archive boxes of documents 
and 120 books, which make 
up the Earl of Dudley estate 
collection, are being cata¬ 
logued so they can go on 
public display. 

Among the items are the plans of 
Himley Hall’s gardens designed by 
Capability Brown and a papal bull 
dated 1182 granting churches and 
lands to the Prior of Dudley, from the 
Pope. 

Dudley Council has received a grant 
of £42,000 from the National Catalogu¬ 
ing Grants Programme to organise the 
collection. 

It will be housed at the £6 million 
archives and local history centre being 
built in Tipton Road, Dudley, opposite 
the Black Country Living Museum. 

Two specialist project workers will 
catalogue the collection, which spans 
eight centuries. 

It relates to the running of the Earl 
of Dudley’s estate which covered large 
tranches of the borough. 

Among the artefacts is a series of 
beautiful 19th and 20th century illumi¬ 
nated addresses, some presented when 


the second Earl of Dudley was Gover¬ 
nor General of Australia in the early 
1900s. Cataloguing make the collection 
accessible for members of the public. 
Dudley’s cabinet member responsible 
for archives Councillor Stuart Turner 
said: “We are pleased to receive the cat¬ 
aloguing grant allowing us to catalogue 
this unique collection. 

“The collection is internationally 
significant, as well as being important 
to us locally. 

“It shows the development of Dudley 
as a town, along with the surrounding 


manors, dating all the way back to the 
12th century. The cataloguing process 
will ensure that the collection can be 
viewed as well as used for research pur¬ 
poses by everyone.” 

Work is due to finish next month. 

Staff will then start moving all of the 
documents and other archive materi¬ 
als from the site in Mount Pleasant, 
Coseley, to the new base. 

It is due to open to the public in 
January and will offer a range of activ¬ 
ities for individuals, community 
groups, schools and colleges.

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Drugs found in 
raid on house 

A MAN caught growing almost a dozen 
cannabis plants in his home told police he 
turned to cultivating because ‘he was 
getting ripped off by drug dealers’, a court 
heard.

Cartwright pleaded guilty to growing the 
drug when he appearing at Dudley Magis¬ 
trates’ Court last week. 

Mrs Clare Davis, prosecuting, said: “He 
told police the plants were eight weeks into 
the crop. He said he was getting ripped off by 
drug dealers and decided to grow his own to 
save some money.” 

Sentenced was adjourned untilJuly 29. 


Decision due on plan to build 
homes at former factory site 


ALMOST 100 homes will be built on 
the site of a former factory in Brierley 
Hill under new plans aimed at helping 
to boost the town’s regeneration. 

Plans to demolish derelict buildings on land off 
Delph Road to make way for the properties are 
poised to be given the go-ahead. 

Developer Orchard Park Properties Ltd said 
the housing estate will help to breathe new life 
into the site, which has been lying empty for 
more than a decade having previously been home 
to several manufacturing firms. 

The proposals, which will see 96 one to five- 


bedroom homes built on the land, were submit¬ 
ted to Dudley Council. 

A planning statement, submitted by agent 
David Leadbetter, said: “The 96 dwellings pro¬ 
posed incorporate a mix of house types ranging 
from one bed properties to five bed family 
homes.” 

Provide 

The main access to the site, which is near the 
Stourbridge Canal, will be from Delph Road. 

A footpath/cycle link will be provided from the 
site onto Anchor Hill. 

The development has now been recommended 


for approval by planners, who said the scheme 
would provide ‘the opportunity to revitalise and 
regenerate this part of the borough’. 

A final decision was due to be made by council¬ 
lors at a meeting this week. 

Ward councillor Zafar Islam has welcomed the 
scheme, saying: “This development will help 
bring a derelict and eyesore site at the top of 
Delph Road back into use. 

“A previous application had been submitted for 
homes by someone but this failed for whatever 
reason. 

“Now we have an application for 96 homes 
including some affordable housing.”

Shoppers 
came to aid 
of off-duty 
Pc in arrest 

A THIEF was jailed for 23 weeks after admit¬ 
ting assaulting an off-duty policeman as 
shoppers leapt to his rescue during a violent 
struggle in a Dudley shop. 

Pc Ross Morgan 


was 

bitten by Michael Palmer as 
they had a scuffle in the 
Tesco Express store, in Moss 
Grove, Kingswinford, on 
July 4. 

They became embroiled in 
a violent struggle after the 
officer approached the thief 
and tried to pin the man 
down, with shoppers coming 
to his aid. 

Pc Morgan had popped 
into the store and spotted 
Palmer stashing cans of 
deodorant into his coat. 

Resist 

He approached the thief 
and declared he was a police 
officer. 

But a struggle ensued 
during which a glass jar of 
pasta sauce was thrown at 
the officer. 

As he continued to resist 
arrest Pc Morgan said he 
was bitten on both arms. 

However, two members of 
the public intervened and 
helped to bring him under 
control until officers 
arrived. Police said when he

was brought into custody 
and searched and a small 
amount of suspected drugs 
were found on his person. 

Palmer, aged 32, of Bush- 
bury Lane, Bushbury, 
Wolverhampton, pleaded 
guilty to assaulting Pc 
Morgan. 

He also admitted four 
charges of theft from a shop, 
possession of a class B drug, 
Subutex, and criminal 
damage after ripping the 
policeman’s t-shirt. 

Palmer was given five 
weeks concurrent jail terms 
for each of the theft charges 
and the drugs charge. 

He was sentenced to 18 
weeks to run consecutively 
for assaulting Pc Morgan. 

There was no separate 
sentence for the criminal 
damage. 

After the hearing Pc 
Morgan, who suffered minor 
scratches and grazes, 
thanked the public for 
coming to his aid.

register reach 62,000 


Miracle Makers celebrated}

THEY are a team dubbed the ‘Miracle 
Makers’ after saving the lives of men 
who arrived at their doctor’s surgery 
for a routine check up. 

Now the patients have thanked 
medical staff with a celebratory party 
for giving them a new lease of life and 
hope for the future. 

All the patients have survived after 
coming through a region-wide screen¬ 
ing programme run from Dudley’s 
Russells Hall Hospital. 

More than 4,000 men over the age of 
65 have been screened since the Black 
Country AAA screening programme 
was launched last year. 

The screening scans for any trace of 
an abdominal aortic aneurysm (AAA) 
which is a potentially fatal condition 
where a main blood vessel from the 


heart swells, leaving it at risk of 
rupture. In total 53 aneurysms were 
detected in the past few months, 
prompting urgent action, including 
life-saving surgery. 

Among those treated was Royal 
Mail sorting office worker Tom 
Walker, aged 65, who received a 
routine check up letter to his Wednes- 
field home last year. He said he was 
ready to throw it away but his wife Sue 
persuaded him to go for a sceening. 

Within days it was discovered that 
Mr Walker had an abdominal aortic 
aneurysm and was immediately 
referred to a consultant for treatment. 

Following surgery last August, Mr 
Walker says he has come to revise how 
thankful he was for the work of the 
staff. 


THOUSANDS of people in 
Dudley have signed up to the 
organ donor register since 
the start of a council cam¬ 
paign 12 months ago. 

The numbers shot up by six per cent 
to 62,143 from 58,842 - a rise of 3,301 
people, which is higher than the 
national increase. 

Dudley Council joined forces with 
NHS Blood and Transport to help 
boost numbers and was only the second 
local authority to sign up to an innova¬ 
tive partnership aimed at promoting 
the live-saving register. 

It comes as bosses marked National 
Transplant Week last week, which 
aimed to raise awareness. 

This year, the theme Pass It On will 
focus on encouraging residents not to 
just sign up to the NHS Organ Donor 
Register, but to crucially tell their 
loved ones about their wishes. 

Huge 

Cabinet member for health and well¬ 
being Councillor Stuart Turner said: “I 
am delighted the work we have been 
doing to promote the importance of 
signing up to the Organ Donor Regis¬ 
ter has had such a positive impact. 

“Signing up to the register really is a 
matter of life and death for some 
people. 

“This work really does make a huge 
difference to the families affected by 
transplants and I would urge people to 
find out more about getting involved.” 

Director of organ donation and 
transplantation for NHS Blood and 
Transplant Sally Johnson said: “We 
need a transformation in donor and 
family consent to organ donation 
because the UK’s family refusal rate 
remains one of the highest in Europe.”

championship, losing only three 
matches in the league. 

Most of the team were new, and it 
was a centre forward brought in 
from Ebbw Vale, Harry Lees, who 
led the scoring charts with 21 
league goals and one in the FA Cup. 

Struggled 

Wolves did not stay long the next 
time they found themselves in Divi¬ 
sion 3, they passed right through. 

Relegated from Division 2 in 
1985, they struggled all season, 
won only 11 games, and were rele¬ 


gated yet again. They were to spend 
two seasons in Division 4, and it 
was two men in particular who 
began the club's rise back up the 
divisions, Graham Turner, the 
manager, and the centre forward he 
famously stole from West Brom, 
Steve Bull. 

Once again Wolves spent only 
one season in Division 3. Bull’s 37 
league goals took them to the 1988- 
89 Division Three Championship, 
and himself into the England team' 

Next season will only be the 
team’s fourth season in the third 
tier, so let us hope the new head 
coach, Kenny Jackett, emulates his 
predessors, George Robey and 
Graham Turner, and leads the 
team back up again as champions.

Pick of the Week 


David's new series 
hits all the right notes 


D avid Starkey is not the kind of 
man you want to cross. 

To say he doesn’t suffer fools 
gladly is to put it mildly - if he doesn’t 
agree with something you say or do, 
he will pull no punches in telling you 
about it. 

His refusal to compromise has, 
however, made him an unlikely small- 
screen star. He’s now one of the most 
respected historians around - which is 
why, perhaps, those who love the 
subject can’t wait for his take on music 
and monarchy, his first solo series for 
the BBC. 

“Making this series has been a 
delight, it has forced me to see 
historical problems, familiar to me as a 
political historian, in a quite 
unexpected light,” says Starkey. “It has 
also been an anecdotal pleasure: 
music speaks to monarchs and elicits 
some surprising replies! 

“I have been privileged to hear 
some of the finest music in the canon, 
sung and played by some of the best 
performers. It is a royal pageant in 
music, and, thanks to the magic of 
television, one we can all now take 
part in.” 


Although Starkey didn’t become a 
prominent figure until relatively 
recently, he began his TV career many 
moons ago when a former pupil of his 
(he began his career as a university 
lecturer) invited him to appear on 
Behave Yourself, a programme hosted 
by the much-missed Russell Harty. 

“It was a cross between Big Brother 
and Coronation Street - reality TV 30 
years before it happened... It had a 
panel of experts, and I was the 
historian,” explains Starkey. 

He says his shows are so popular 
because he tries “to tell the kind of 
history that uses many of the 
techniques of popular entertainment’,’ 
for which he readily admits he’s been 
criticised. 

Nevertheless, it seems to strike a 
chord (pun entirely intended) with 
viewers. 

Now he’s mixing his favourite 
subject with music. The episode 
takes in kings who were also 
composers, such as Henry V and 
Henry VIII, and the role of the military 
and monarchs’ religious ambitions in 
making British music the envy of 
Europe, as well as the great debt 


British music still owes to Queen 
Elizabeth I. 

Starkey also travels through time to 
demonstrate the extent to which the 
influence of past monarchs is still 
ingrained in British music today. 

The world-famous choir at King’s 
College, Cambridge, Eton College 
choir and early music ensemble 
Alamire showcase their talents via 
performances of music by Thomas 
Tallis, William Byrd, John Dunstable 
and John Dowland. 

But arguably the most impressive 
moment comes during a visit to the 
Chapel Royal at Hampton Court 
Palace; even the usually unflappable 
Starkey is impressed with Eton 
College’s choristers when they sing to 
him from the same hand-illuminated 
choir-book used by their 16th-century 
predecessors. 

As ever, Starkey is on fine form, 
bringing the subject matter vividly to 
life - he may even turn a few viewers 
on to the joys of Tudor-era music in 
the process. 

But then, you would expect nothing 
less - he is, after all, the king of TV 
historians, and long may he reign.

RENAULT is out to ‘Captur’ a growing section 
of the new car market with a first venture into 
the world of the trendy ‘crossover’. 

Based on the new Clio platform and mechanical 
bits, the accent is very much on style with a range of 
themed colour schemes and trims, and an almost 
unparalleled opportunity to personalise the car with 
a range of factory fit options and accessories. 

It has the look of an SUV but, as with major trivals such 
as Nissan’s Juke, is front wheel drive only. It’s a type of 
vehicle - cheaper to buy and run than a comparable 4x4 - 
that’s so popular that even traditional 4x4 manufacturers 
now offer the format, usually as an entry model. 

The new Captur fullfils its ‘crossover designation by 
including elements of SUVs, hatchbacks and MPVs, at 
prices from £12,495. Backing it on the new Clio is a good 
place for Renault to start: the interior, the dash and instru¬ 
ment array are very familiar from the stylish hatchback. 
But the Captur is longer, with a longer wheelbase, and has 
a wider track for added stability as the SUV styling endows 
it with useful higher ground clearance and seating position. 

Inside there are slip/fold rear seats which also slide back¬ 
wards and forwards for extra flexibility between legroom 
for passengers and cargo. 

Cavernous 

So with five on board, boot space varies from a generous 
377 to 455 litres, while with the rear seats folded it’s a cav¬ 
ernous 1,235 litres. Other handy features include a 
reversible boot floor (easy to wipe off plastic on one side) and 
all the seats have removable covers so they’re easier to keep 
clean if your cargo includes kids and dogs. 

The test car was powered by an upgraded version of 
Renault’s well-proven dCi 90, as the name suggests a 90bhp 
turbo diesel capable of averaging 76.4mpg - and over 
83mpg on a run, according official figures. That means a 
C02 emissions rating of 95g/km so you won’t pay road tax. 
Its 0 to 62mph time is just over 12 seconds, but being a turbo 
diesel means healthy amounts of torque at low enine speeds 
for relaxed driving and adequate in-gear acceleration. 

The entry level model uses another power plant from the 
Clio, Renault’s three cylinder, 880cc petrol engine. Thanks 
to turbo charging it also produces 90bhp - about the same 
as a normally 1.4 litre engine but with more torque at lower 
revs, Remarkably it almost exactly matches its diesel stable- 
mate in performance terms, while average fuel consump¬ 
tion is 56,5mpg with C02 emissions of 115g/km. 

The performer of the pack reserved for range-topping 
Captur models is a four cylinder version of the same engine 
which made its debut in the Clio GT-Line. With 120bhp on 
tap, it does the 0 to 62mph dash in a lively 10.5 seconds while 
still managing a 52.3mpg average. 

Eye-catching 

It’s also mated to Renault’s new dual-clutch, six speed 
automatic, which is both more responsive and more eco¬ 
nomical than previous generation auto boxes. 

All versions have an ‘Eco’ button and most have an auto¬ 
matic stop/start system to help conserve that precious fuel. 

The Captur’s higher seat height makes access easier than 
many small hatchbacks, as well as giving the driver a com¬ 
manding view of the road. 

The stiffer suspension needed for a higher vehicle means 
the ride is a little harder than the Clio, but the wider track 
and longer wheelbase do restore the smaller car’s stability 
so it feels light, agile and confidence inspiring on the road. 

Resistance to roll has been mechanically beefed up to take 
account of the Captur’s ride height, which means a more 
comfortable time for passengers.The car comes in four trim 
levels, with prices from £12,495. 

The test car was the top spec Dynamique MediaNav, 
which costs £16,395 (the 120bhp auto in the same trim is 
the flagship of the range) which comes with an upgraded 
audio system with hands-free phone function and touch- 
svreen satnav. 

The Captur is modern and aerodynamic but doesn’t have 
the same avant-garde looks as its big rival the Nissan Juke. 
But Renault have ensured it will be just as eye-catching 
with customised features like two-tone paintwork, such as 
a contrasting roof and decals. 

At the same time all versions are economical to run, more 
practical than a standard hatchback and well-equipped for 
the price. It’s a formula likely to attract friends among the 
young and young at heart.
